In 20th century 


First black Ordinary named 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Bishop Joseph 
L. Howze, 53, named by Pope Paul to head 
the newly established diocese of Biloxi, 
Miss., has become the first black Ordinary, 
or head of a diocese, appointed in the 20th 
century in the United States. 


Bishop James A. Healy, the son of an Irish 
father and a black mother, who served as 


bishop of Portland, Me., from 1875 to 1900,- 


was the first black Catholic Ordinary in the 
U.S. 


THE POPE also named Bishop Warren L. 
Boudreaux of Beaumont, Tex., to head the 
newly established diocese of Houma-Thibo- 
daux, La., formed from part of the New 
Orleans archdiocese. 


In addition to establishing the two new 
dioceses and naming bishops to head them, 
Pope Paul appointed Msgr. Gerald Ryan, 
pastor of St. Raymond church, East 
Rockaway, and Father James Daly, pastor of 
St. Boniface church, Elmont, to be auxiliary 
bishops to Bishop John R. McGann of 
Rockville Centre, N.Y. 


The Pope’s decisions were announced 


here by Archbishop Jean Jadot, apostolic 
delegate in the U.S. : 


THE NEW Biloxi diocese was formed from 
the Diocese of Natchez-Jackson, which has 
included the entire state of Mississippi. 


Alabama-born Bishop 
Howze, who converted 
to Catholicism in 1948 
and was ordained a He 
priest in 1959 at the age. ® 
of 35, was named auxili- 
ary bishop of Natchez- 
Jackson in 1972. At that 
time he was only the 
third black person to be- 
come a Catholic bishop 
in this country. 

Now there are three 
black auxiliary bishops who serve in the 
archdioceses of Newark, New Orleans and 
Washington, D.C. 


BISHOP Boudreaux was born in Berwick, 
La., Jan. 25, 1918. Ordained a priest in 1942, 
he earned a doctorate in canon law at the 
Catholic University of America, Washing- 
ton, D.C. 


In 1946 Bishop Boudreaux was named vice 
chancellor of the Lafayette diocese and 
served in various posts in the diocesan 
marriage court. 


Bishop Boudreaux is a member of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops’ 
committees on canon law and the liturgy, 
and was chairman of the bishops’ liaison 
committee with priests, Religious and laity 
from 1972 to 1975.

San Luis Rey Academy may 


be purchased by Old Mission

OCEANSIDE—Parishion- 
ers of Mission San Luis Rey 
near here would like to buy 
San Luis Rey Academy for 
use as a ‘‘much-needed’’ 
parish center, according to 
their pastor, Father Martin 


_ McKeon, OFM. 


The academy, which has 
served as a Catholic girls’ 
high school for the last 64 
years, will close at the end of 
the present school year. 


THE SISTERS of the 
Precious Blood who operate 
the academy cited cash 
deficits, a shortage of Sisters 
and declining enrollments as 
the main reasons for the 
decision to close. 


“The parish is currently 
negotiating with the Sisters 
to buy or to lease with the 
option to buy the school 
buildings which occupy about 
12 acres of ground,’’ accord- 
ing to Father McKeon. 


“The plan,’’ said the 
Franciscan priest, ‘‘is to use 
the buildings as _a parish 
center. We desperately need 
a center, because we have no 
such, facility.”’ 


HE EXPLAINED that the 
parish already rents. part of 
the school on a regular basis 
for parish functions. 


Father McKeon said that, 
at this point, no one is sure if 
the parish can afford to buy 
the academy, and he added 
that there will not be definite 
answers until at least June. 


If the parish is able to 
purchase or lease the proper- 


ty, the academy will serve 
as a center for parish social 
functions. 


IT WILL also house parish 
programs for CCD, senior 
citizens, responsible parent- 
hood and others, Father 
McKeon explained. 


He also said that if a deal if 
negotiated, the Sisters ‘‘will 
be invited to stay in the 
convent section of the acade- 
my using it as a retirement 
center for Sisters and as 
home base for Precious 
Blood Sisters involved in 


special apostolates in the 
area.”” 

According to Sister Janet 
Winandy, principal of the 
Academy, her community is 
interested in seeing the 
property retained for Church 
use. 

SISTER Winandy said her 
community owns approxi- 
mately 50 acres of land near 
the mission. 

She said the Sisters will 
retain the bulk of the land, 
selling only the academy 
buildings and the land im- 
mediately surrounding them.

Must religion buy broadcast time? 


Anyone who has tried to find a religious program 
on radio or television knows that they come on the 
air at strange nonpeak hours like 5 a.m. or 6:30 
a.m. on Sundays, or in.the early hours of Monday 
morning. We are very fortunate in San- Diego in 
having one cooperative television station which 
puts on our weekly televised Mass at the fair time 
of 7:30 a.m., followed by an ecumenical magazine 
program with a notable Catholic contribution. 

But for religious programs to be aired at more 
popular hours it seems we need vast sums. The 
question arises: must religious denominations pay 


for prime-time program space and advertising ~ 


spots to convey their message effectively on radio 
and TV2 


That is the question raised by the $1.5 million 
recently spent by the Baptist General Convention of 
Texas for a four-week statewide campaign on radio, 
television and billboards and.in newspapers to raise 
awareness and interest in the message of Jesus 
Christ. 


Lost to commercialism? 


“Have we so ceded the broadcast industry to 
commercialism that there is no place in decent time 
for the message of religion?’’ asked Robert B. 
Beusse, secretary of communication for the U.S. 
Catholic Conference. 


Most Christian denominations, including the 
Catholic Church, operate in the field of radio and 
TV broadcasting. without paying on the basis of the 
1934 Communications Act, Beusse said. The 168 
Catholic dioceses in the United States put on local 
stations free of charge programs which they must 
develop themselves or which-they receive from the 
USCC or other Catholic producers, such as our local 
Mass, developed and produced through the efforts 
of Father Eugene Fischer. 


But Beusse noted: ‘‘You can’t call the shots if 
You can’t demand 
prime-time spots.’’ 


Texas Baptists show way 


Dr. Lloyd Elder, on the communications staff 
of the Baptist General Convention of Texas, agreed 


that the public service time provided by stations for — 


religious broadcasting is generally not good time. 
“We don’t want to be dependent on public service 
time,’’ he said. ae 


Of of the $1.5 million the Texas Baptists are 
spending, $700,000 was paid at going rates for time 
on 50 television stations and 300 radio stations 
(including black and Spanish-language stations), 
Elder said. The total cost of the campaign includes 
payment for space in 76 newspapers and on 1,800 
billboards and for research and development. 


Baptist officials see the campaign as ‘’pointing 
people toward Jesus Christ,’’ Elder said. 


In the campaign, 10 persons will give 
testimonials on radio or television or both. They 
include former Black Panther leader Eldridge 
Cleaver; Rebecca Ann Reid, Miss Teenage America 
of 1977; Billy (White. Shoes) Johnson of the 
Houston Oilers; singer Connie Smith; and Antonio 
Mendoza, a New Mexico government official.

_ Programs to reach 12 million 


It is estimated that each of the more than 12 
million Texans over the age of two will be exposed 
to the message an average of 40 times. 


Beusse pointed out that ‘‘$1.5 million in one state 
for four weeks is a. small budget for a commercial 
advertiser but very large for a denomination.’’ In 


-1976, he said, the USCC spent $133,500 for the 


production of radio and TV spot announcements for 
the Campaign for Human Development, the U.S. 
bishops’ anti-poverty campaign. 

An agency within the National Council of 
Churches that the USCC and other denominations 
retain to monitor use of such announcements 
estimated that the value of the free time given by 
stations for the USCC spots was $4.3 million, 
“including some good air time,’’ Beusse said. 


Should air time be free? 


In the past, a ‘‘cash on the barrelhead approach 
used by a number of entrepreneurs associated with 
religion,’” has caused problems for major Christian 
and Jewish groups, Beusse said. These entrepre- 
neurs, ‘‘offer two or three times the going price for 
non-free-time advertising,’’ he said. ‘‘Then they 
run highly charged telethons appealing for 
donations to help souls, take the money and move 
on.’ 


Because of these purchases of air time, major 


Christian and Jewish groups ‘‘have not been | 


getting the air time that might be coming to them,’’ 
Beusse said. ‘’Perhaps the only way to get prime 
time is to buy it. I’m not advocating this. We don’t 
have the budgets for it.’’ 


He suggested that the various religious 
denominations might have.to approach the FCC 
about the problem. ‘‘I’m not sure that this was 
foreseen in. the Communications Act of 1934, 
which is now up. for rewriting,’’ he added. 


Bought time on air 


As our news story in. the Feb. 24 SC showed, 
Father ‘‘Dan’’ DeDominicis, CSSp., 
Hemet, buys $30-worth of air time on the local radio 
station ‘each week in order to broadcast Our Lady of 
the Valley Catholic Hour. The donation is made 


usually by a parish family, so there’s no real 


problem about the cost. 


Not too far away, in Riverside, Ruth Curcio and 
the Madonna Center buy a weekly spot for $5 from 
a local ,’‘religious’’ station which provides her with 
the opportunity of a quarter of an hour of question 
and answer discussion with church leaders. There 
is hope of turning the interviews into a book, 
placing on record Some valuable thoughts and 
thereby extending an admittedly limited radio 
audience.

FRESH GREEN foliage and sturdy 
branches shot straight and strong 
from old scars and the charred core, 
defying death in their blatant zest for 
life. ‘‘It shouldn’t do that, should it,’’ 
my companion laughed. ‘‘It’s . not 
supposed to branch out that way— 
but, isn’t it wonderful?’’ 

We stood in delighted admiration, 
suddenly charged with joy, suddenly 
loving that indestructible old tree. 
Maybe_it doesn’t know it shouldn‘t 
grow that way, we suggested fatuous- 
ly. Maybe it doesn’t care. Maybe it 
felt the sap rising and didn’t know it 
was too old to put forth anymore and 
had suffered too much to love life. But 
it was made to grow and renew each 
year and to survive, and that is what it 
had done! 


We are so strong, so powerful, so 
forceful, so indestructible in spirit, we 
of this creation, when we do what we 
are formed to do and refuse to let the 
conventional expectations of society 
dictate our own expectations of 
ourselves. 


PERHAPS IF our oak had lived in a 
garden or a city park, a caretaker’s 
wisdom and expertise would have 
decided her fate long since.

[During the recent regional convention of 
directors of the Propagation of the Faith in 
San Diego, Msgr. Michael Nolan, pastor of 
St. Theresa, Palm Springs, gave the homily 
at a convention Mass. The substance of his 
homily forms the basis for this article.] 


You are charged with the awesome 
responsibility of mobilizing the priests and 
people of God in your dioceses to accept and 
carry the work of bringing Christ and his 
message of salvation to the two billion 
people who have not heard the very Good 
News for which they were created. 


The last words of Christ to his apostles 
““go and make disciples, etc.,’’ must have 
been the commission above all that he meant 
to leave ringing in their ears, inspiring their 
very being. But there are human problems 
that affect all of us. 


AND SO THE ringing dies down and the 
inspiration weakens. And, precisely because 
of this the Church, guided by the HO Spirit, 


Msgr. Michael Nolan 


in the Second Vatican Council, dedicated one 
entire document to missions. 


The work of the missions to the * ‘gentes”’ : 
those outside, the pagan peoples, is 
described as “‘the greatest and holiest work 
of the Church.’’- 


““Everyone’’, the.document says, ‘‘should 
have a vivid realization of his personal 
responsibility for the spread of the gospel 
and should play his part in missionary work 
among non-Christians. All the Christian 
faithful...should give ear to the voice of the 
multitudes crying out ‘Help us’.”’ 


THE DECREE makes clear that not only 
individual Christians but also Christian 
communities, i.e. our parishes, our dioceses, 
should be aware of and. must show their 
essential missionary character, saying, ‘‘The 
grace of renewal cannot increase in these 
communities unless one enlarges the extent 


- of its charity to the ends of the earth and has 


a solicitude for far off people like the one it 
has for its own members.”’ 


With such a strong commission by Christ 
to bring his message to men at the same 
time to help men to live in the dignity in 
which God has created them, a foretaste of 
the eternal life to which Christ has called 
them, surely every member of the family of 
God must be straining might and main to 
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accomplish Christ’s command! Alas,—it 
does not always seem to be so. And, indeed 
there is a very good explanation. We do have 
a problem. 


The problem is that we’re human. We 
tend not to be able to see beyond our 
noses—no matter how urgent! When 
something is not constantly before us it 
fades. And so we find that for the average 
Catholic, in the average parish, in the 
average diocese, the work'of the missions is 
most often a peripheral thing. 


IT IS NOT part of the waft and woof, of the 
fibre of Christian life, of the life of the 
community. It is so often something that is 
tacked on, to be mentioned on Mission 
Sunday, something that the school children 
take care of by the massive and beautiful 
but, at the same time pathetic, selling of 
Christmas seals and the like,—something 


‘that the faithful take care. of if there’s 


something left over. 

It is something not planned for, not 
mentioned in parish and diocesan budgets 
because priests and bishops and people have 
before their eyes the picture of Catholics 


falling away, the poor on their own doosteps, . 


the broken homes, the need for sound 
education. 

“And on top of the visible needs we are 
suffocated by the institutional needs that we 
have created over the centuries. Those 
magnificent churches, fine parish houses, a 
good standard of living, plenty of recreation, 
properly funded liturgical teams that will 
produce ‘‘well-planned liturgies’’ which in 


- themselves will never accomplish anything if 


we don’t remember Mary and Martha and 
Jesus, and so on and so forth. 


THE FAMILY of God has always faced the 
same problem but there have always been 
people who show how it can be solved. St. 
Paul long ago really took his Master 
seriously and ‘‘gave up all things’’ as Christ 
had asked to follow him. (Luke 14-33) The 
results given by God were magnificent. 


* St. Patrick and countless missionaries left 
their own countries for the savage and 
unknown and never asked for anything 
except to follow Christ. St. Francis of Assisi 
took Christ very seriously and, because his 


. life cried out that he wasn’t in it for himself, 


he revitalized a staggering Church. 


But recall the miracle of the conversion of 
Mexico. I suppose most people ascribe the 
miraculous’conversion of:that people to the 
intervention of Our Lady of Guadalupe. But I 
believe that the appearance of Our Lady was 
more to give public approbation, to climax 
the great faith, wogk and self sacrifice of the 
early friars. 


THE FIRST LARGE company of Francis- - 


cans arrived at Vera Cruz in 1524. Some 300 


miles over the rugged mountains lay. 


between them and Mexico City. They set 


out, but they did not travel in the mode of 


the conquistadores who had gone before 
them. Barefoot, in their coarse robes, they 
walked every inch of that tortuous journey. 
When they arrived even the tough Cortes 
and his men kissed the hems of their robes 
and asked for their blessings. 


It was certainly not an isolated incident. It 


was a way of life. The Dominicans arrived a 
couple of years later. Some years later the 
viceroy, Pedro de Alvarado, undertook an 
expedition to Guatemala. He _ invited 


~ Domingo de Betanzos, a Dominican Friar to 


accompany him. 
Fray Domingo was delighted but he 


refused to go in Alvarado’s company, 


belong!

because his conscience would not allow him 
the luxury of riding a horse. Instead he 
walked the 1,000 miles with one companion! 
The following year he walked all the way 
back again. 


OUR PRESENT DAY missionaries carry 


-on the same heroic tradition. It is we, that 


part of the Church so highly favored by God, 
who, I think, fail to a great extent. A heroic 
Frenchwoman saw it early in the last century 
and the Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith was born, an effort to get the people of 
God to realize their privilege and obligation 
towards the vast pagan world, which has 
multiplied over and over in the meantime, 
and do something about it. 


We have glanced at the commands of 
Christ; we have seen the urging of the 
Church; we looked with awe at the example 


_ of the missionaries. 


Why is progress so slow? Why are there 
comparatively so few missionaries? Why is 
the Church not taken seriously in the 
Western world, the ‘‘Christian’’ world? Why 
don’t people believe us? MS is there such a 
credibility gap? 


I BELIEVE THAT part of the answer lies 
in the fact that through the centuries so 
many of our:forebears rationalized them- 
selves out of taking Christ seriously all the 
way. ; 

As Max Delespesse put it, we developed 
the concept of ‘“‘Christendom’’ at the 
expense of Christianity. Instead of Peter and 
Paul trudging all over the earth without a 
second coat, we developed~ the prince 
bishops. Europe having been conquered for 
Christ, we sat back. Human nature being 
what it is, we got soft and we forgot: 


We rationalized that when Christ said, 
‘‘Blessed are the poor in spirit,’’ it gave us a 
way around his whole thrust that we must be 
satisfied with the minimum. We forgot that 
to be really his disciples, we must be very 
clearly different from the world, apostles, 
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us the way-but where are we? 


priests first, but lay people as well. 


SO WHAT do we do? I think in our own 
milieu we must take the challenge and rise to 
Christ. We must demand the miracle of 
God’s grace that it takes to lift us up from 
the tradition of our own selfishness. God has 
always worked miracles for his people. One 
of the most obvious was the miraculous 
change wrought at the time .of the 
Protestant Reformation from a_ largely 
corrupt to a truly holy Church. 


Only from the vantage point of future _ 


years will we appreciate the miracle wrought 
through Pope John and Vatican Council II in 
breaking away from the stifling judgmental 
attitude of the pre-Vatican II Church. 


Christ can work the same miracle for us. 
He can .make -us the simple, utterly 
giving-people his apostles were. He can help 
us to be really ‘‘poor in spirit,’’ giving an 
example of loving self-giving and sacrifice 
that the world cannot fail to notice and ask 
“‘what do these Christians have that we 
don’t?”’ 

THE ‘‘GREATEST work of the Church’’ 
will no longer be a peripheral thing, a 
second-class obligation. We must put the 
missions in our budgets. We must engender 
a close cooperation between the missionary 
societies and orders and the local Church. 


Many dioceses and parishes have adopted 
sister communities in poor and missionary 
areas. We must work out the problems 
inherent in this and promote such a beautiful 
and personal involvement. 


The council said, ‘‘The grace of renewal 
cannot increase in those communities unless 
one enlarges the extent of its charity to the 
ends of the earth and has a solicitude for far 
off peoples like it has for its own members.”’ 
The council is making a great demand. It is, 
in effect, asking us to rise.above nature. It is 
doing no more, however, than what Christ 
himself demanded; and he can work 
miracles.

Marriage: Why a sacrament? 


Two Shall Be Made One 


A union of love, mutual 
giving is sign of Christ's 
unique unfailing love 


By Father John J. Castelot 


In the Book of Hosea, God is presented as 
speaking to His formerly faithless bride. 
Israel, as follows: 

“J will espouse you to me_ forever: 
I will espouse you in right and justice, 
in love and in mercy; 

I will espouse you in fidelity, 

and you shall know the Lord’’ (Hosea 
2:21-22). 

When you think about it, using the marital 
relationship to express the covenant bond 
between Yahweh and His people is rather 
bold, but, perhaps for this very reason, quite 
forceful. It tells us a great deal about that 
bond as a warm, interpersonal, intimate 
relationship, rather than just a cold, 
legalistic arrangement like other covenants 
of the day. And it tells us something about 
marriage as viewed by the biblical authors. 


SOME BOOKS DO, in fact, make the 
covenant sound like a lifeless.contract drawn 
up and notarized in an attorney’s office; and 
many passages give a similar impression of 
marriage. One must put all the data together 
to get a true picture. , 


Marriage among God’s people was a 
private affair; it was neither public nor 
religious. Consequently the Law says little 
about it directly, except in its regulations 
about whom a priest may or may not marry 
(Leviticus 21:7, 13). 


It tells us nothing about the legal age for 
marriage, the wedding ceremony, and other 
items of obvious interest. It does, however, 
consider peripheral matters, those with 
strictly legal implications, like divorce and 
remarriage (Deuteronomy 24:1-4), being 
hoodwinked into marrying a non-virgin, 
rape, adultery, and the like (Deuteronomy 
22:13-23, 1). : 

MONOGAMY WAS held up as the ideal 
by the Yahwist author of Genesis 2. After 
Adam’s ecstatic exclamation: ‘‘This one, at 
last, is bone of my bone and flesh of my 
flesh; This one shall be called ‘woman,’ for 


out of ‘her man’ this one has been taken,”’ 
the writer comments: ‘“‘That is why a man 
leaves his father and mother and clings to 
his wife, and two of them become one body”’ 
(Genesis 2:23-24). 


Even though this was the ideal and 
remained so for a long while, polygamy was 
practiced without question at least until after 
the Exile. So generally accepted was it that, 
while Hosea pictured Yahweh as_ the 
‘husband’ of Israel, Ezekiel did not hesitate 
to picture Him as married to two sisters, 
symbols of the two kingdoms (Ezekiel 23). 


While polygamy may have been a 
practical arrangement from some points of 
view, it led to all sorts of family problems; 
envy, squabbles, hatred, even violence. 
Many Old Testament stories bear this out. 
Concubinage, too, seems to have been quite 
common, and the legal complications arising 


_ from this situation were very involved. 


NORMALLY THE parties who arranged 
the marriage were the fathers of the couple, 
or the girl’s brothers if her father was dead. 
A payment known as the ‘mohar’ was made 
to the bride’s parents. The transaction 
doesn’t seem to have been anything so crude 
as ‘buying’ the girl, although it may well 
have been the vestige of an even. more 
ancient custom which was in fact a purchase. 


We are not told how old the bride usually 
was, but it seems that ordinarily she would 
not have been far past the age of puberty. 
While we know nothing about the ceremony, 
we do know that the subsequent festivities 
lasted a week. 


If this sounds rather cold and business- 
like, there are also indications that marriage 
involved deep love, too. The girl’s wishes 
were often consulted (Genesis 24:58), and 
Jacob loved Rachel so much that he agreed 
to serve her brother for an additional seven 
years if he could have her—after he had 
been duped into marrying her ill-favored 
elder sister (Genesis 29:15-30). Abraham 
and Sarah, Samuel and Hannah, and many 
others were deeply in love. And the whole 


Peak and Depth Experience 


Rites show the presence 
of the holy in our lives

Certain moments in life are so serious that 
they cannot be left to routine behavior. 
There are some human events too great to 
‘ consign to a passing glance. Peak moments 
in everyone’s life have so much depth, 
wonder and multitudes of meanings about 
them that they make the word sacred come 
almost spontaneously to the lips. ; 


Such major moments are the birth of a 
child, the wedding of two lovers, the death of 
a human being. Clearly there are other deep 
moments in life, but few can match the 

‘ consistency of this trinity of peak and depth 
experiences so prevalent in life. 


THE SACRAMENTS of the Church are 
closely linked with such peak and depth 
experiences. The sacraments of Baptism, 
matrimony and the funeral Mass, surround, 
hallow, celebrate and focus the veritably 
automatic revefence that accompanies birth, 
marriage and death. 


It is the sacrament that aids us to call forth 
and affirm the presence of Christ in these 
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moments. It is the sacramental event that 
helps us become aware that Christ is the 
very depth and meaning of being born, 
marrying and dying. It is the sacramental 
rite that brings to the front of our awareness 
the presence of the holy in the midst of such 
wonders as birth and marriage and the 
pledge of Easter and eternal life. 


I grant at the outset there are many more 
ways of talking about sacraments, but for the 
purpose of this discussion of marriage, I 
wish to emphasize sacrament as the most 
fitting accompaniment of the peak and depth 
experiences of human life. Because smar- 
riage is in trouble in our culture, the 
question of having a sacramental celebration 
of it is called into question by some. Since 
the institution of marriage is under fire, the 
sacramental celebration of it will suffer as 
well. ; 


_BARELY 20 YEARS AGO, the women’s 
magazines asked the question, ‘‘Can this 
marriage be ‘saved?’’ Their answer was 
always yes. Today, those same magazines 
ask, ‘‘Should this marriage be saved?” 


THE LONG FIDELITY—Marriage among God’s people was a private affair normally 
arranged by the fathers or brothers of the couple, Father John J. Castelot writes.

rapturous celebration of frankly erotic love. 


THE NEW TESTAMENT really adds little. 


to the data of the Old. Jesus treats the 
subject directly only in connection with the 
question of divorce, and then reaffirms the 
ideal expressed in Genesis 2:23-24. 


Paul seems to take a less than enthusiastic 
view of marriage in Corinthians 7, but what 
he wrote has to be carefully weighed against 
the whole context of that letter. 


A corrective is supplied, if one can call it a 
corrective, by the later (Pauline) author of 
Ephesians. In the tradition of the earlier 


-prophets he compares the union of man and 


wife to that of Christ and His Church. This 
passage set the tone for the Christian 
attitude to the marriage bond, an indisso- 
luble union of love and mutual giving, a 
living sign of Christ’s unique and unfailing 


~ love for His Body, the Church: 


‘« Husbands, love your wives, as Christ 
loved the Church. He gave himself up for her 
to make her holy, purifying her in the bath of 


water by the power of the world,...Husbands — 


should love their wives as they do their own 
bodies. He who loves his wife loves himself. 


‘“SOBSERVE THAT no one ever hates his 

own flesh; no, he nourishes and takes care 
of it as Christ cares for the church—for we 
are members of his body. 
‘For this reason a man shall leave his father 
and mother, and shall cling to his wife, and 
the two shall be made into one’ (Genesis 
2:24). : 

This is a great foreshadowing; I mean that 
it refers to Christ and the Church. In any 
case, each one should love his wife as he 
loves himself, the wife for her part showing 
respect for her husband’’ (Ephesians 
5:25-26, 28-33). /

_Inaculture that favors the throwaway, the 
disposable and planned obsolesence regard- 
ing things, there is the growing application 
of this principle to persons. What presum- 
ably works well for the economy (buy 
something new today—throw away your old 
things) should also work well for people 
(throw away your old spouse—try a new 
one), 


Having lost'a sense of permanence in the 
physical order, it was only a matter of time 
before we began to lose a feeling for 
durability in the personal order. A recent 
news clipping showed a woman sporting her 
seventh husband. She disposed of six 
persons and is now consuming the seventh. 
Such people no longer take their vows “‘until 
death do us part,’’ but rather ‘‘until growth, 
boredom, or the urge to throwaway do us 
part.”” 


PART OF THE charm of weddings is the 
public affirmation of enduring love by the 


spouses. What they whispered to each other. 


in the romance and joy of their pre-matital 
getting to know each other, is now 
tentatively, nervously, but truly proclaimed 
before their relatives and friends. 


The mature and experienced witnesses 
know the troubles that lie ahead, but they 
are nonetheless touched. The youthful, 
unmarried onlookers sce the dream of 


romance fulfilled, and are affected deeply in 
their own way. 

This brief public exposure. of love’s 
affirmations, its durability and the accep- 
tance of the sacrifice implied is caught by the 
sacramental rite of matrimony. The readings 
and prayers introduce the texts about God's 
covenant with people, His everlasting love, 
His refusal to seek a divorce from His 
people. Just as Christ has absolutely wedded 
Himself to the Church, with no thought of 
ever going back on His promises, so should 
this couple understand the vows they take. 


BUT NOF ONLY does the sacrament 
speak of the divine model for permanent 
love, it pledges the power of Christ’s 
presence and power to assist the couple to 
fulfill the vows they do daringly take in a 
culture that will do everything it can to make 
a mockery of their promises. Through the 
sacrament Christ will grace their marriage. 
Through the culture the world will erode 
their marriage. 

The couple then must not only pledge 
their love, but affirm their faith in the depth 
of what they are doing, namely, in the Christ 
who can save them and enable them 'to live 
up to their profound hopes for each other. 
The culture need not erode the marriage, if 
the spouses permit and welcome the Christ 
of the sacrament to grace it. Then we see the 
even greater charm of enduring love and 
growth. 
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Mt ls Not Good To Be Alone 
People act as ministers 
at own marriage rite

When God had created the world and all 
the good and beautiful things on it, he 
created man to till and care for and enjoy the 
earth and, because ‘‘it it not good for the 
man to be alone,’’ (Genesis 2:18). So He 
created a partner for man—woman. 


Since that time, when God gave the first 
couple his own likeness, He has, continued 
giving a significance to their union beyond 
any other parallel the Scriptures draw: The 
covenant of love between a man a woman is 
a sacred sign of the covenant of love between 
God and His people, between Christ and His 
church. 


ONE WONDERS why Christ chose so 
abused an institution as marriage to signify 
so perfect a promise as His. Perhaps 
because He did not speak of contract but 
covenant; He did not mean law but love. 
Perhaps Christ made marriage a sacrament 
to insure that the covenant He selected to be 
a sign of His own fidelity would endure. 
Thus each marrying couple is given the 
grace to meet and overcome hardships and 
sufferings, to remain faithful, and therefore 
forever be living witnesses of Christ’s love. 


Even though today more and more couples 
do not remain faithful and break the promise 


they. have made to one another, there is no © 


threat to the covenant parallel Christ has 
drawn. As long-as one man and one woman 
care for each other in such a way that they 
accept responsibility for one another’s joy, 
the covenant parallel is evident. 


Christ’s promise, however, 
beyond a mutual commitment of support. He 
was told His people that no matter what we 
do as sinners, He will love us and seek our 
return to Him. As long as somewhere one 
wedded partner, no matter what the other 
has done, retains an open and nourishing 
love, the covenant parallel is justified. 


MARRIAGE IS the only sacrament where — 


the person receiving it is also the 
administrator. Marriage is not done to us; 
we do it to ourselves, just as Christ freely 


sought and freely made a covenant with his 


church. 


Yet a surprising number of couples seem 


only vaguely aware of their role as ministers. 


The current rite of marriage which more 


clearly emphasizes the covenant theme, also 
opens the marriage ceremony to a great deal 


‘of couple participation and couples who wish 


this involvement should be welcomed.

understanding of the sacrament and their 
serious ‘preparation for it. 


THERE IS NO better way to announce that 
the couple themselves are the ministers of 
the sacrament they share than to have them 
visibly and verbally make their vow to one 
another in a manner as obvious and 
conscious and active as possible. 


To stand with backs to family and friends, 
beneath a priest and repeat in inaudible 
voices does not underline that this man and 
this woman are making a sacrament with one 
another, administered by one another. At 
the same time the sacrament has a social 
significance imparting not only grace to the 
recipients but a certain grace and responsi- 
bility to the witnesses. 


At a wedding, all are enriched by the 
evidence of Christ’s love which the couple’s 
willingness to accept one another suggests. 
And they are challenged by an obligation to 
do all in their power to foster the love. the 
couple have for one another. 


WHEN THE FACT of’ the couple’s 
marrying themselves is really understood, it 
would seem to make the sacrament of 
marriage more at home in our contemporary 
cultural setting than it has been in any 
previous age. Most modern marriages are 
not undertaken to satisfy the aims of state or 
church or family or for a woman to have a 
male protector and the man to have someone 
maintain his home. 


Young couples today most often speak of 
marrying in terms of their mutual 
psychological satisfaction, a “fulfillment of 
their personhood. They seek a partner as.a 
life companion, a communicative helpmate 
who will encourage them to be their best 
selves and who, in turn, they will sustain 


with effort and sacrifice. They stress the 


maintenance. of an individuality that is 
compatible with and supports shared goals 
in a shared life. & 


Indeed it seems that many contemiporeéty 
couples make more noble demands on 
marriage than the social factors influencing | 
an earlier generation. With so much 
emphasis on personal needs and self-fulfill- 
ment, however, there is greater danger of 
the selfishness that leads to marriage 
failure. But, in the mutual search for 
potential, there is also greater hope for the 
improvement of marriage as a valued and 
exciting contribution to society. The outcome 
is worth the risk. 


- When a thoughtful, hardworking marriage 
succeeds and perseveres, it gloriously 
reflects the unselfish and enduring love of 
Christ.

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Politics: the international struggle for power 


Morality in foreign affairs is a two-edged sword 


: . 


This is the sixth part of a special series, 
‘‘Moral Choices in Contemporary Society,’’ 
designed as companion pieces to a series of the 
same name in the general press. In this article, 
Sen. Dick Clark, the senior United States 
senator from lowa, discusses the complexities 
the United States faces in the great 
international struggle.

Morality...the word has crept back into our 
political vocabulary. We are beseeched by dissidents 
in foreign lands to fight for—or at least stand up 
for—human liberty even at the possible cost of 
itensifying world tension. We are urged to reduce 
international tension ‘through detente with our 
enemies in the hope of reducing the terror of nuclear 
weapons. 

We are asked to participate in the struggle of 
oppressed blacks in Africa for equalilty. And we are 
told that, after two decades of interference, we 
should not violate the sanctity or sovereignty of other 
nation states. : 

THE UNITED STATES today is emerging from 
two periods in international relations —a period when

rampant moralizing ran amok and, in reaction, a 
period when morality was denied and_ national 
self-interest became the guiding criterion for 
political action and public dialogue. 


In the name of morality and in the desire to 


preserve international order and prevent the spread — 


of tyranny, political leaders were assassinated, 
legimate governments subverted, international 
currency juggled, legitimate democratic institutions 
undermined, and an arsenal of nuclear ee oagy 
created. 


All the while, we turned an increasingly deaf ear 
to the needy, and—in the jungles of Vietnam—seri- 
ously weakened both global confidence in. our 
leadership and national confidence in our integrity 
and wisdom. 


IN REACTION, we turned to pragmatism, giving 
one man, and his privately held conception of world 
order, carte blanche to wheel and deal on the 
international scene. 


But while this led to limitations in the upward 
spiral of the arms race, the establishment of more 
favorable relations with the Soviet Union and China, 
and new hopes for peace in the Middle East, it also 
led to a new callousness in our foreign policy. 


During this period, we also ignored the cries of 


-hunger from Bangladesh, helped to create 
‘dictatorship out of democracy in Chile, turned our. 


backs on the pleas for justice in South Africa, and in 
general paid little attention at all to the existence of 
the Third World. 


PRESIDENT CARTER has called for a return to 
morality ‘in foreign affairs and a new, more 
democratic spirit in the formulation and implemen- 
tation of foreign policy. But we.are faced with the 
dilemma of what constitutes morality in this 
increasingly complex and_ profoundly Pane. tel: 
world. 


If we see, as -we should, that suppression of 
human liberty is evil—whether in Chile or in the 
Soviet Union—how far can we go in pursuing the 
cause of human liberty? Will it mean-sacrificing any 
hope of lifting the world from the equally pervasive 
tyranny of death and destruction by nuclear 
weapons? 


If we feel, as we should, that racial oppression and 
denial of democratic rights is evil, how deeply may 
we interfere in the affairs of others without 
recreating the conditions of international manipula-

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tion that made us the object of mistrust and fear for 
so long? 


IF WE SEE THAT nationalism among newly 
emerging countries is a negative force, in an 
increasingly interdependent world, how far do we 
move.to limit the demands of new nations going ~ 
through the throes of development? 


These’ questions illustrate, well that morality in 
international politics is a two-edged sword. 


There are no simple answers. There is an 
international struggle going on—for power, for 
hegemony, for control of the destiny of mankind. 
But, at the same time, there is a new realization that 
the legitimate interests of mankind are not served by 
that struggle—that the resources of this world need 
to be shared, that the environment in which we live 
needs to be protected, and that the needs of the 
victims of that struggle must be recognized. 


IN ADDITION, there is an increasing awareness - 
that the power of any nation, however great, is 
limited and that its capacity to influence the course, 
of the world is also limited. And, as a consequence of 
earlier activity, there is a realization that activity in 
pursuit of good is not necessarily good activity. 


Thus, if a mandate emerges from our experience 
and our knowledge, it-is one of restraint. Let us show | 
by example what we mean _ by freedom—never 
allowing our power to be used to suppress freedom. 
Let us show by word and peaceful action our 
compassion for the poor and the victims of tyranny. 
Let us help build, where we can, the social and 
economic underpinnings of freedom. But let us use 
our great power with reserve. 


Tyranny thrives when peopte are fearful and 
hungry. The existence of outside enemies and. 
conditions of ill-being—whether real or imagined— 
have always served totalitarian governments well. 
Thus, if a central moral imperative exists in the 
world, it is to reduce the threshold of danger and 
ameliorate. the conditions of inequality and 
insecurity. 


WHETHER THIS IS Secsible in a world of 
conflicting currents is problematical. Can we limit 
the arms race? Can we establish better relations 
with our rivals, and influence them toward broader 
concepts of human liberty? Can we improve the 
conditions for human life by increasing food 
supplies, curbing population growth, creating 
enyironmental agreements and equitably distribut- 
ing the world’s resources? 


It will not be easy, but we have: no choice but to 
try. Our approach must be tempered though; so as to 
avoid repeating mistakes of the past. 


The return to morality in the conduct of foreign 
affairs is a laudable goal. Without an understanding 
of the restraints involved, however, the cause of 
morality and the goals of international harmony will 
not be well served.

Pro-lifers debate the best ways to legally save unborn babies

The anti-abortion movement has been marked by a series, 
of internal disagreements: there is discussion about the 
proposed wording of a constitutional amendment, with some 
backing a total prohibition of abortion, some backing a 
States’ rights. approach and others looking for another 
alternative. There has been debate about whether to 
endorse political candidates and which ones to endorse. 


Now a new element has appeared. Some people within the 
movement support a new approach to seeking an 
amendment. They want the states to call for a constitutional 
convention to draft an amendment. Five states—New 
Jersey, Missouri, Indiana, Louisiana and Pekan ee 
already done so. 


BUT MANY OTHERS in the anti-abortion movement 
oppose this approach for both legal and practical reasons. 


Atticle V of the Constitution provides-for two ways to get 
an amendment. The way that has been used in the past is 


_ the congressional route—an amendment must be approved 


by two-thirds of Congress and then ratified by 
three-quarters of the states (38) within seven years. 


The second way is to have two-thirds of the states issue a 
call for a constitutional convention to draft an amendment 
which must then be ratified in the same way as a 
congressionally-initiated amendment. Although states have 
called for conventions in the past, no amendment has ever

THE BIGGEST support for the convention approach to an 
anti-abortion amendment has come from a new group, 
Americans for a. Constitutional Convention; Ellen 
McCormack, who ran as an anti-abortion candidate in the 
Democratic primaries; the Ad Hoc Committee in Defense of 
Life and some columnists in The Wanderer, an independent 
national Catholic weekly. 


They make these basic arguments: 


—anti-abortion forces are stronger at the local level than 
at the congressional level and have a better chance of 
getting action from the state legislatures than from 
Congress. 


—opening up a Second front will put pressure on 
Congress; if Congress sees enough states backing a 
convention, the reasoning goes, it will act itself. 


Msgr. James McHugh, executive director of the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee for Population and Pro-Life Activities, 
says the bishops have neither supported nor opposed the 
convention effort. 


BUT THE BOARD of the National Committee for a 


Human Life Amendment (NCHLA), which is funded 
primarily by contributions from individual Catholic bishops, 


has opposed the convention approach. In a Jan. 26 
resolution, the board said that ‘‘after careful study of the 
question,’’ it found the congressional route ‘‘the most 
practical method of obtaining the final passage of a human 
life amendment.’’ 


The board told the local Congressional District Action 
Committees to ‘‘confine their resources to the effort to 
convince Congress to propose a human life amendment and 
not divert their energies to other issues such as calls for a 
constitutional convention.” 


The national Right to Life Committee and at least two 
state Catholic conference directors—Vincent DeCoursey in 


Kansas and Charles Phillips in Wisconsin—have also 
opposed the convention approach. 


‘OPPONENTS OF the convention approach,’’ Phillips 
said in a column printed in Wisconsin Catholic papers, 
“warn of unresolved legal problems and uncertainties with 
this never-used method. There are no precedents to use as 
guidelines. 


“There are many unanswered questions relating to the 
authority of a convention, operating rules for it, the time 
limits for applications from the states and whether the 
subject matter to be considered can be limited to a particular 
topic. 

“Obviously, the wording of Article V is ambiguous. 
Attempts to resolve these unanswered questions are certain 
to result in extensive litigation. This is not only expensive, 
but fantastically time-consuming.”’ 


_ SUPPORTERS OF the convention process argue that the 
Senate, but not the House, has already once approved 
guidelines for the convention process, including a judgment 
that a convention can be limited to one subject. The tools are 
there for Congress to use, they argue. 


Phillips says. there are still political and practical 
questions concerning the delegate selection process, for 
example. ‘‘Certainly, pro-abortion ‘and pro-euthanasia 
forces would work just as hard to get their members made 
delegates as the pro-life supporters..Suppose they end up 
with a majority. What might come out of the convention 
then?”’ 

Phillips also argues that support for a constitutional 
convention would allow Congress to ignore the abortion 
issue. 


In addition, he said, ‘there is an old political axiom which 
should be remembered: “Never threaten what you can’t 
deliver.’ The dangers and uncertainties of a constitutional 
convention call would seem to prudently caution against its 
delivery, even if it were possible.’’

$2 million goal for Stewardship °77, according to Bill 
Standing, diocesan director for the annual campaign.

Churches called 
‘energy sieves 


WASHINGTON (NC)—“‘The overwhelming majority of the 
330,000 religious buildings that dot the American landscape 
can be accurately described as energy sieves,’’ said an 
interfaith group asking churches and synagogues to make 
major energy conversation efforts. 


The Interfaith Coalition on Energy said the energy 
consumption of most churches can be cut by 30 percent with a 
fuel savings of $1,000 to $2,000 a year for an_ initial 
investment of not more than $1,000 in many cases. 


IT ALSO SAID proper insulation could reduce energy 
consumption in church residences by half. 


“The more immediate human costs of wasting energy 
resources have been graphically evident during the severe 
winter of 1977,’ the coalition said. 


“‘As the demand for fuel has outstripped supply, workers 
have been aid off, schools closed and social services 
curtailed. Most alarming, however, has been the plight of 
poor people who must choose between eating and keeping 
warm.”’ 


“IT IS IRONIC that local congregations continue to lose 
thousands of dollars in the operation of their plants while 
many deserving projects go begging for funds.”’ 


Here are some of the conservation measures recommended 
by the coalition: 


—Setting thermostats at 50 degrees during the week and 
6S degrees on the sabbath; 


—sharing buildings with groups such as day care centers 
and community clinics; 


—use of caulking, weather-stripping and self-closing 
doors; 


—use of barrier walls, hedges and trees to protect the 
outside of the buildings; 


—use of storm windows, double-glazing and ‘‘thermal 
barriers’’ such as drapes, and placing pieces of polyethylene 
over window panes; 


—use of attic and pipe insulation; 
—use of regular furnace maintenance and 


—use of fluorescent lights which are four times as efficient 
as incandescent lights. 


The coalition noted that high-ceilinged cathedrals and 
similar buildings are particular problems. It recommended 
using another part of the church building for services or 
building a low false ceiling or insulated partitions. _

Bp. Mahony opposes state court nominee 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC)— 
The approval of Rose Bird as 
chief justice of the California 
Supreme Court. may be 
delayed by a scathing attack 
on her by Bishop Roger M. 
Mahony, auxiliary of Fresno. 


In a letter to Acting Chief 
Justice Matthew Tobriner, 
one of three members of the 
State Commission on Judicial 
Appointments, the bishop 
said he opposed the nomina- 
tion of Bird because of what 
he called her ‘‘questionable 
emotional stability’’ and 
“vindictive approach’’ in 
dealing with subordinates. 


- IF THE 40-year-old secre- 
tary of agriculture is con- 
firmed by the judicial ap- 
pointments commission she 
will be the first woman to sit 
on the California Supreme 
Court. 

A nominee for’ associate 
justice, Alameda Superior 
Court Judge Wiley Manuel, 
a black, was confirmed by 
the commission March 7, 
after less than two minutes of 
testimony. 

In the letter, Bishop Ma- 
hony outlined his connection 
with Bird, first as chairman, 
and then as a member of the 
state Agricultural Labor Re- 
lations Board (ALRB), a post 
he resigned last December.

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To serve his parish behind bars

Father William Valverde spends much of 
his time in jail. 

He is “‘pastor’’ of a church behind bars. 
Filling his pews each week are those often 
thought of as society’s ‘‘losers’’. Father 
Valverde is a chaplain at the San Diego City 
and County jail. 


DAY IN AND day out he works with 
Catholic inmates, offering Mass, hearing 
confessions, distributing rosaries and~just 
being there to help them in whatever way 
he can in hopes that some of the ‘‘losers’’ 
will be become ‘‘winners’’. 


But he warns that the jail chaplaincy is 
‘‘no place for ‘do-gooders’ who cannot see 


a bad side to inmates; who refer to them as 
‘beautiful people who have simply made 
mistakes’.”’ 


- That may be true, says the priest who was 

ordained in 1962. ‘‘But some of those 
beautiful people are dangerous and we can’t 
just abolish the jail system and turn them 
loose.’ 


HE MUSED: ‘‘The hapten walks an 
interesting path. Inmates will try to play him 
for a patsy because they know, by the nature 
of his calling, he cannot simply walk away 
from them as the jail counselors can. They 
will play games, placing great demands 
on the chaplain, simply to gain attention.”’ 


Though it seems uncharitable on the 
surface, * 


‘the chaplain must always remem-

ber that an inmate is not a spiritual person. 
He is convinced that his daily bread comes 
from the bounty of his own hands and not 
from God. As a result he often sees the 
chaplain merely as another tool to be used 
against the system,’’ asserts Father 
Valverde, who when not “‘in jail’’ serves as 
chaplain at Little Flower Haven for the 
elderly in La Mesa. 


But the priest remains available to the jail 
inmates helping in any way he can. “I have 
to take the risk of being taken for a patsy on 

-the chance that something I do or something 
I say can change an inmate’s perspective on 
life,*’ he insists. 2 


HE DEALS WITH the inmates as they 
request his services. ‘‘Going from cell-to-cell 
drumming up business would not only be an 
unethical, it would be impractical,’ he said. 


At any given time there will be about 
1,100 inmates including 100 women, held at 
the jail. Most are between the ages of 18 and 
23, and most are single or divorced. 


Their average length of stay is six days, 

because, for the most part, they are being 

_ held pending trial, transferral to state or 

federal prisons or pending bail. The high 

turnover makes Father Valverde’s Ca arg: 
cy a fast-paced apostolate. 


IN A TYPICAL day he may help an inmate 
communicate with a family member, his 
lawyer or probation officer. He may also 
respond to a request to visit a depressed 
inmate who has just lost a family member or 
received a stiff prison sentence. 


As he was being interviewed, -he took a 
few minutes aside to arrange a phone call 
between on inmate and his wife who is 
serving a term in state prison. 


“‘The hardest thing for an inmate to do in 
the jail system is maintain a sense of human 
dignity. Like any bureaucracy the system 
has 1,000 aggravations for the inmates. 


After serving as chaplain for nearly a year, I _ 


_ know the system and how it works, and I can 
help inmates find their way through it with 
some degree of dignity,” he said. 


FATHER VALVERDE also claims a Seis as

In recent months, he said, the public ‘has 
expressed outrage at news stories on one 
inmate murdering another and another 
about inmates being forced to stand nude for 
long periods while being issued clean 
linen.”’ 


To those charges, ‘“‘we would have to 
plead ‘nolo contendere’, because these evils 
are a part of the system,’’ and the only way 
to cure them is through more tax dollars.”’ 


HE INSISTS that ‘‘the staff at the jail is 
one of the finest groups of dedicated, 
concerned people I have worked with.” 


But, he says, there are not enough of them 
to adequately supervise the prisoners, ‘‘and 
until more tax dollars are allocated for the 
jail operation, there will not is a adequate 
staff.”’ 


Father Valverde also pointed out that the 
jail is such a poorly designed facility, ‘‘that 
it’s impossible for the staff to visually 
monitor all the inmates’ activities.’’ 


THE IRONY IS, in his opinion, that it is 
also public attitude that prevents more tax 
dollars from finding their way to the jail 
system. 


““Many people oppose spending money on 
the jail because they think of it as merely a 
cage for animals. They think that all inmates 
are on the same level as a Gary Gilmore, 
even if the inmate was busted only for 
marijuana. 


‘There are even those who question the 
bishop for appointing a chaplain ‘for those 
degenerates’, and they question my motives 
in sticking with my apostolate,’’ Father 
Valverde said. 


BUT HE STRONGLY believes that an 
inmate, whether he is a common drunk or a 
rapist, has a claim to human dignity, and 
because of that it is his duty to help them in 
whatever way he can no matter how they 
may try to use or abuse his efforts. 

Summing up_ his 
Valverde reflected: 
between two thieves. As he was dying he 
ministered to both. One accepted him and 
gained heaven. The other rejected him. ‘So it 
ee around here.’’
